Filipinos and Their Country, by Catherine Porter (1944. American Council, Institute of 
Pacific Relations, 25c). A visit to the Philippines before the war, with education, labor 
conditions, the Japanese in Davao, and other interesting problems presented in a clear and 
concise way. Peoples of Southeast Asia by Bruno Lasker (1944. Knopf, $3). An authori- 
tative book on the minds and lives of the Filipinos, the Malays, Indonesians, Thai, Burmans, 
and Annamites. Garden Islands of the Great East by David Fairchild (1944. Scribner, 
$3.75). This is a vivid account of a trip through the Philippines and the Spice Islands, 
wherein Dr. Fairchild tells of 3000 acres in the Philippines where more species of plants 
are growing than in the United States and Canada combined. Mother America by Carlos 
P. Romulo (1943. Doubleday, $2.50). Colonel Romulo makes a plea for the people of the 
East to determine their own pattern of government and shows America’s contribution to 
world democracy in her program for the Philippines. Peoples of the Philippines by Herbert 
W. Krieger (1942. Smithsonian Institution, 25c). In this pamphlet a general account of the 
Philippines from the earliest people through the Spanish occupation, the American occu- 
pation, and up to the Japanese occupation, is given. Many illustrations and a bibliography. 
The Laughter of My Father by Carlos Bulosan (1944. Harcourt, $2). Gay and free and 
filled with laughter, this book is about the Bulosan family, the author, his father, mother, 
and four brothers, uncles, cousins, and neighbors who lived on Luzon. Polynesians, Explor- 
ers of the Pacific by J. E. Weckler, Jr (1943. Smithsonian Institution, 25c). The history of 
the Polynesians from their early homeland, eastward migrations to new lands, and pertinent 
facts about such little-known islands as Tonga, Tuamotu, Gambier Island, Cook and Easter 
Islands. Illustrations and a bibliography. Pledge to Bataan (Adventure Films, Inc.) 5 reels, 
16mm. or 35mm. This film is in technicolor with an accompanying dialog and may be 
rented through the East and West Association. The rental fee is $35.
